JAMES ATKINSON 
TELLS HIS STORY 


OF THE CRIME 


Has 


Alleged Murderer Declares He 
Apsolutely No Knowledge of Shoot- 
ing His Friend—Recalls Drinking 
With Him and Also a Tussie Which 
ensued, 


“It seems like a dream; he struck 
me twice in the face and tried to 
wouge my eyes out, After that 1 
knew nothing, and did not realize any- 
thing until some time that night.” 

Standing in the witness box and 
testifying in his own behalf before 
six jurors in the Supreme Court this 
morning, James Atkinsen charged 
with the murder of Milo Bankes, a 
neighboring farm hand, in Shamreck 
Valley, 65 miles north of Vermilion, 
September lith last, spoke earnestly 
and, as far as appearance Were con- 
cerned truthfully, of circumstances 
leading up to the fatal shooting. His 
stutements were intended to bear out 
the theory of the defence that not 
only was he temporarily insane at the 
time, but that the bullet wound re- 
ceived by Bankes was due to an accl- 
dent.
